“In French Equatorial Africa I 
had two days with Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer in his Forest Hospital, 
a visit I shall long remember, 
and with strong and mixed feel- 
ings. From Douala southward in 
an Air France DC3 we hopped 
from gravel strip to strip like a 
rural bus until at Lambarene 
(pop. 40 whites, several thousand 
Africans, ‘they come and go’) we 
disembarked, bounced over a 
jungle trail in a Jeep some five 
miles to the Oguwe River where 
a wiry African, whose face was 
furrowed with tribal marks, 
agreed to take us up river in his 
pirogue—hollow-log canoe—to the 
hospital for 200 francs each. 

“After half an hour’s hard pad- 
dling up the mile-wide muddy 
stream we reached the rambling 
complex of low barracks where 
a score of European doctors and 
nurses, headed by the remarkably 
robust 83-year-old Schweitzer, 
care for some 300 Africans sick 
with everything from leprosy and 
yaws to broken legs and infected 
teeth, and as many relatives of 
all ages. Patients come for 
scores of miles across steaming 
jungle in their pirogues. Some- 
times loath to leave when cured, 
they stay on as nurses, garden- 
ers, builders. Goats, chiekens, 
naked children, tame. gazelles and 
a full-grown male chimpanzee re- 
covering from a broken leg 
swarm the compound, smoky 
from the tiny fires where gar- 
rulous half-naked women cook 
broth in blackened pots for sick 
husbands. 


Fruit Trees 

‘‘Around the compound are hun- 
dreds of. fruit trees planted rev- 
erently by Schweitzer over more 
than 30 years. These and a beau- 
tifully tended garden supply much 
of the food for the European per- 
sonnel and guests who eat in a 
large lived-in common dining 
room presided over by the white- 
maned, impatient Alsatian patri- 
arch and humanist who, as he 
said, ‘spent a lifetime doing what

Home Rule 


The July-August term Fulton 
County Jury issued a_ special 
presentment Friday endorsing the 
recent home rule proposal passed 
by the Atlanta Board of Alder- 
men. 


The jury recommended that 
Fulton and DeKalb legislators 
“introduce and work for the pas- 
sage of the proposed amendment 
in the 1959 session of the General 
Assembly.” 

The two-paragraph presentment 
stated the jury “approved’’ the 
resolution passed by the mayor 
and aldermanic board July 2 
and approved July 3, proposing a 
constitutional amendment home 
rule powers to the city. 

The home rule proposal, offered 
by Add. John A. White, would 
give to the city unlimited home 
rule powers. The aldermanic 
board passed the measure and 
sent it to the local legislators for 
introduction. 

The amendment grants to the 
city powers to make all laws 
which now must be passed by the 
Legislature, and to levy any taxes 
now levied by the state. These 
would include sales, payroll and 
income taxes. 

A constitutional amendment 
would have to be approved by a 
two-thirds vote of the General As- 
sembly, signed by the governor, 
and then approved by voters in 
a referendum.

F. George lock and dam under 
construction on the Chattahoochee 
River were requested by Army 
engineers Friday. 

The dam is being built near 
Fort Gaines, Ga. The Chattahoo- 
chee is the boundary between 
Georgia and Aiabama. 

The new work involves con- 
struction of a huge mile-long 
earth dam on the Georgia side 
of the river. It will be 66 feet 
high and extend from the bank to 
the vicinity of Georgia Highway 
39. The top will be 30 feet wide 
and will carry an access road. 

Bids will be opened Sept. 4 at 
the Mobile district office. 

The George lock and dam 
will be 2'2 miles long in all when 
completed. Major construction of 
an earth dam on the Alabama 
side of the river was completed 
by Moss Construction Co., Colwm- 
bus, Ga., last year under a 
$1,033,000 contract. 

The construction of a concrete 
gated spillway is now about 75 
per cent complete. The work is 
being done by Hardaway Con- 
tracting Co., also of Columbus, 
under a $6,500,000 contract. 

The George lock and dam are 
the largest of four being built 
by Army engineers in the de- 
velopment of the Apalachicola- 
Chattahoochee-F lint waterway 
system in Georgia, Alabama and 
northwest Florida. 

It will provide flood control 
and a nine-foot navigational chan- 
nel from the dam to Columbus, 
Ga., and Phenix City, Ala. 

The entire project is scheduled 
for completion in 1963 at a total 
cost of about 87 million dollars.

WASHINGTON — Georgia’s 
freshman member of Congress, 
Rep. Erwin Mitchell of Dalton, 


was the only member of the|; 


state’s delegation to support 
House passage Friday of a con- 
troversial aid-to-education bill. 


The House passed by voice vote | | 


the complex bill setting up fed- 
eral loans to college students for 
training primarily in mathema- 
tics, science, and foreign lan- 
guages. 

The test vote came a few min- 
utes earlier, on a motion by op- 
ponents to recommit the bill. 
Mitchell was the only Georgian 
to vote against recommittal on 
the roll call. Recommittal was 
defeated by a 233-140 vote. 

Six Georgians—Representatives 
Brown, Davis, Flint, Forrester, 
Pilcher, and Vinson—voted for re- 
committal, which meant they 
opposed the bill. 

Two more Georgians, Repre- 
sentatives Blitch and Landrum 
were paired with other Congress- 
men for recommittal. The tenth 
Georgia member, Rep. Preston, 
is in his home district, campaign- 
ing for reelection. 

A college scholarship program, 
opposed by most of the Georgia 
representatives, was knocked out 
of the bill by a 109-78 standing 
vote. 

Landrum opposed the bill on 
the grounds that it was “‘putting 
the cart before the horse.” Col- 
leges are already overcrowded, 
he said, and wnat is really need- 
ed is more money and improved 
training in the public schools. 

Flint assailed the bill as a 
‘backdoor method’? of appropri- 
ating federal money for educa- 
tion, and Davis said it would per- 


mit the executive branch to by- 
Pass Congress in handing out 


of the state narcotics law. 

A second indictment charged 
that Burke robbed the Brewer 
Drug Co. at 1029 Edgewood Ave., 
NE, of $28 in cash and more than 
2,000 narcotics tablets which in- 
cluded dilaudid, morphine and 
demerol.

Headed for Climax? 


Is something to be done at long last 
toward getting to the bottom of what 
happened to more than $100,000 of state 
funds in paving irregularities at Bax- 
ley? 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook has been 
conducting an on-the-spot investigation 
during the past week and apparently 
with good results. After several months 
of leaving the matter to others, Mr. Cook 
finally has moved to accept his respon- 
sibility to the people of Georgia, whose 
funds are involved. 

Taxpayers no doubt will be pleased 
that the attorney general is showing 
signs of life. All this buck-passing about 
whose responsibility it is to chase down 
wrongdoing by public officials and to 
call them to account has been puzzling, 
indeed. Citizens have been beginning to 
feel that nobody could or would protect 
them from politicians and leeches at the 
public trough. 

Meanwhile, the City of Baxley has 
rejected a demand from the state that 
the money be refunded from the city 
treasury. That, of course, was expected. 
While the state probably will sue, whether 
the taxpayers’ funds can be recovered is 
the major concern. 

The question still lingers about what 
happened to the money. The attorney 
general and the courts should find out 
and prosecute those responsible to the 
full extent of the law. It’s time once more 
to establish the fact that the state treas- 
ury is not an open till to be pillaged and 
plundered at will. 

For now, however, all citizens await 
with anxiety for proof that law enforce- 
ment is no respector of persons or poli- 
ticians.

Tough Team To Speak 


For Moscow in U.N. 


Whether Nikita Khrushchev comes to 
the U.N. General Assembly meeting or 
not, the Soviets have put together a 
tough team. 

It is headed by Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko, a former ambassador to 
the United States with a reputation for 
saying “Nvyet” and for being very shrewd 
and forceful in debate. Backing Gromyko 
will be the deputy foreign minister, Vale- 
rian Zorin, and the U.N. ambassador, 
Arkady Sobelov. 

Happily the United States has Henry 
Cabot Lodge and the British representa- 
tion is also able in the rough give and 
take which goes on in the U.N. debates. 

Nobody can be really well prepared 
for this—save the Russians. They can 
plav it by ear. Their policy consists al- 
most entirely of backing all Arab po- 
sitions and opposing the West. 

The United States and Great Britain 
must come through with a positive pro- 
gram for the Middle East—one which will 
be difficult for Russia to refuse and one 
which will permit the Moslem leaders to 
gave face if they have any desire to 
reach some status of peace. 

It is important. For those who be- 
lieve in the efficacy of prayer the morrow 
will be a good day for them. In fact, 
churches might well have special prayers 
for the success of the U.N. meeting. 


Court Again Upholds 
Rights of Individual 


Arthur Miller is known to thousands 
as a playwright and to millions as the 
husband of Marilyn Monroe. He has been 
freed by the U.S. Court of Appeals from 
a contempt citation voted by Congress for 
his refusal to tell the House un-American 
Activities Committee the names of Com- 
munist writers whom he admitted having 
met in New York in 1949. 

Playwright Miller did not invoke the 
Fifth Amendment. 


He simply refused, as a matter of 
conscience and personal right, to “finger” 
past associates. The government did not 
charge him with passport violation or 
with having been a Communist, but did 
eall him during an investigation of pass- 
port misuse. 


We will now have renewed criticism 
of the courts for a decision “friendly to 
communism.” 


The criticism is not valid. The Miller 


case provides an excellent example of 
why such charges are not true. 


The courts have handed down some 
decisions which enabled Communists to 
go free. Most of these have followed the 
decision that the Smith Act was uncon- 
stitutional. This act, which was aimed at 
restraining Communist activities, was de- 
clared unconstitutional because it re- 
strained not merely Communists but all 
American citizens. The decision in gen- 
eval declared that talking or suggesting 


revolution or overthrowing the govern- 


ment was not against the Jaw or the Con- 
stitution. Our own Declaration of Inde- 
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pendence recommends revolution as a 
remedy. So the courts held that an overt 
act was necessary. 

This decision merely upholds the basic 
rights of the citizen as set forth in the 
Constitution. It is Congress which drew a 
faulty bill that is in error, not the court. 
Miller is released because the congres- 
sional committee could not constitution- 
ally require him—convicted of no crime, 
not accused of disloyalty—to name per- 
sons with whom he associated. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of free- 
dom. We must be vigilant against Com- 
munists and subversives of all kinds. 
But we cannot ourselves destroy cur own 
Constitution merely because the Com- 
munists would like to do so.

Let’s Make This Start 


In Boosting Education 


A House bill providing for the ex- 
penditure of about one billion dollars in 
federal funds over the next four years 
for scholarships, fellowships, student 
loans, improvement in the teaching of 
languages, science and mathematics ‘thas 
been reported out favorably. It will also 
provide for testing and guidance pro- 
grams. 

This is not an adequate educational 
bill. But it is a start. Once adopted it 
can be amended. 

We earnestly hope the President will 
give it his most effective support. If he 
does not it may not pass at this session of 
Congress. Adjournment tentatively is set 
for Aug. 16. The Senate is expected to 
pass it if the House does. The battle is 
there. And it must not be lost. The Pres- 
ident must bring up his heaviest support. 

It should be obvious by now that local 
support is not enough for education. Some 
states will always be too poor. Their chil- 
dren will receive inadequate education. 
Their chances in life will be the less. 
Only through federal aid on the basis of 
need, with local control, will there be 
any eauality of educational opportunity. 

This bill, for all its defects, is a fine 
start.

This Summit Meeting 
Surely Should Be Held 


Secretary of State Dulles, whose 
flights hither and yon have made his sol- 
emn visage almost as well known in 
other world capitals as in Washington, is 
back at home after a much-delayed 
meeting with the President of Brazil. 

He brings back with him proposals 
for another summit conference, this one 
of the 21 American presidents to study 
inter-American relations. 

Such a meeting certainly is in order, 
although it is to be hoped it proves more 
fruitful than some in the past. Similar 
meetings during this administration have 
resulted in creating more and more re- 
sentment against the United States, 
largely because of Mr. Dulles’ heavy- 
handed bargaining. 

By the end of this century, South 
America will have almost twice as many 
people as does the United States and 
Canada. If their economies can be devel- 
oped within the framework of freedom 
and if their people can attain a decent 
standard of living, the field for trade 
also will increase immensely. 

At any rate, it is encouraging that the 
administration is moving at last to re- 
store a good neighbor policy which 
should be mutually profitable.

W hat’s Khrushchev 
Plotting With Mao? 


WASHINGTON—Premier Khrushchev’s sud- 
den back-tracking on a summit conference raises 
some questions which need to be examined. Why 


did Khrushchev reverse his decision and reject, after first accept- 
ing, the Macmillan-Eisenhower proposal fi: a Security Council 
summit meeting? Is the Soviet Union embarked on a calculated 


Campaign to undercut the United 
nearly zero? 

What next? Is a later summit 
meeting desirable? Can we be 
satisfied with a small negative 
propaganda gain over Khrush- 
chevy? 

Probably no final answer to any 
of these questions is possible so 
soon but only by beginning to an- 
swer them can we see ahead. 

The Khrushchev Switch: The 
Soviet Premier clearly reneged 
on his previous acceptance. He 
had written to President Eisen- 
hower on July 23: ‘‘The consider- 
ations concerning the convocation 
of the meeting of the heads of 
government within the framework 
of the Security Council expressed 
by Mr. Macmillan, Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain, are ac- 
ceptable to us.” The fact that he 
reversed his decision immediate- 
ly after his session with Mao Tse- 
tung suggests that the Chinese 
Communist leader may well have 
put his own veto on Khrushchev. 

Other factors would have made 
it attractive to Khrushchev to 
back away. It began to be clear he 
would not find it easy to turn the 
Security Council into a _ propa- 
ganda pillory of the United States. 
He had accused the United States 
of trying to push Jordan into an 
attack on Iraq and that proved 
groundless when the United 
States recognized the new gov- 
ernment of Iraq. He accused the 
United States of subverting Leba-

The Skate and the Halfbeak, the 
Navy said Friday, indeed are in 
the arctic, exploring the sea under 
the ice east of Greenland. 

One explanation given was that 
the Nautilus made her arctic trip 
from Bering Strait in order to 
get the worst part of the ice be- 
hind her before reaching the vi- 
cinity of the pole.

Thus the missile-firing subma- 
rine, maneuvering in the Arctic, 
opens a new strategic frontier: 
the whole vast Arctic coastline of 


the U.S.S.R.—which extends vir- 
tually half-way around the world 
—is potentially open to assault. 
This fact greatly complicates and 
burdens the tremendous defense 
problem of Soviet Russia. 


But in the same way it will | 


eventually complicate our own de- 
fense problem. Russia is not be- 
lieved as yet to have any nuclear- 
powered submarines—for sub-ice 
cruising. But she will have them 
in time—and the ballistic missiles 
to launch from them. 


In the short-term view, there- 
fore, the United States gains a 
definite strategic advantage but 
in the long-term view this is 
neutralized by a similar Soviet 
capability. 


HARD TO FIND 


But submarines operating under 
Arctic ice would be almost im- 
possible to find by either side. In 
balance, therefore, the advent of 
the missiie-firing, ice-navigating 
submarine would seem to mean 
that neither side could hope by an 
initial nuclear surprise attack to 
wipe out the other side’s capa- 
bility for massive retaliation. 


The second potential capability 
of the submarine in the Arctic is 
as a conventional commerce des- 
troyer. Here the strategic balance 
heavily favors the United States. 
The Russians have developed and 
are dependent upon a northern 
sea route between Murmansk and 
the Bering Strait area. 

The third capability demon- 
strated by the Nautilus is a multi- 
purpose one. Weather reconnais- 
sance in the Arctic; air-sea rescue 
for the crews of planes froced to 
crash-land on the polar ice; scout- 
ing and patrol missions—particu- 
larly for the observation of Soviet 
missile impact areas in the Arc- 
tic, and limited raiding or amphib- 
ious operations against potential 
enemy bases or radar sites or to 
establish advanced bases are all 
now possible in the Arctic Ocean 
area.

George A. Bayne of 3207 Peach- 
tree Dr., NE; Don L. Jordan of 
3660 Peachtree Rd., NE, and John 
and Mrs. Claire M. Hudson of 
963 Ferncliff Rd., NE, brought the 
action to prevent construction of 
the plant. 

They contend that the plant “‘is

but is for the manufacture of 
ready-mix concrete. 

The petition was jointly filed 
against the railway firm because 
the firm allegedly has constructed 
or consented to the construction 
of a spur railway line to serve 
the plant, which has been under 
construction for four weeks.
